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A WARNING TO EVERY JEW 


SO much confusion has gathered, and been gathered, around the 
question of the future of Palestine during the past months that it 
nas become imperative for all who appreciate the far-reaching 
\nportance of the question—above all for all Jews—to clear their 
minds of the dust and smoke of narrow political argument and to 
vrasp the essential points of the problem. Despite the heated 
controversy that has been going on of late and the widespread 

terest that has been aroused ever since the astonishing recom- 
mendations of the Royal Commission became known, there are 
tll too many Jews who turn in mental idleness from the Palestine 
problem, hiding their disastrously foolish indifference behind the 
cacuse that they are not interested in Palestine politics or in 
Zionism and comforting themselves with the stupid belief that 
‘hey personally are not concerned. The same ostrich-like attitude 
was adopted by many German Jews in the years when HITLER was 
‘ising to power, Jews who have since paid in bitterest suffering 
‘or their heedlessness. Upon the success or failure of the great 
Jewish work in ‘Palestine depends the weal or woe, not only of 
Jewry throughout the world, but of individual Jews in every 
-ountry. For a Jewish failure in Palestine will reflect for many, many 
years upon every Jew, whatever his comparative security and 
however positively innocent he may be, and upon his descendants 
‘N generations to come. 

What, then, are the rough outlines of this problem with such 
crave potentialities ? In 1936 a period of intense agitation on the 
part of certain Arab politicians in Palestine bore fruit in an Arab 
general strike and developed into an organised Arab rebellion, 
There had been mistakes on all sides which together largely 
Produced these ‘tragic events. Moderate Arab politicians had 
allowed themselves to be jockeyed out of positions of influence and 
awoke too late toa realisation of the ruin and misery to which their 
extremist rivals were driving their countrymen. The Zionists them- 


selves, absorbed in their colossal task of building up a National 
Home, had also left too late a thorough consideration and the 
formulation and implementing of an effective policy to deal with 
Arab-Jewish relations, And the British administration, chafing 
under the unusual restrictions of Mandatory stewardship, blundered 
along with the best intentions and committed the supreme folly in 
dealing with the Arab agitation of—to use the Colonial Minister's 
words—carrying conciliation to the point of weakness. Violence 
went practically unpunished. The C.1.D. system utterly broke 
down. Every legal loophole was offered for escape when terrorists 
were brought to justice. What wonder that rebellion throve ! 

Mistake followed upon mistake: When the Arab strike was about 
to collapse, because the bulk of Arabs were disgusted with the agita- 
tors though still silenced by their terrorists, the Royal Commission 
was sent out-—not, as any reasonable person might imagine, when 
rebellion had been quelled, but with the gracious permission of 
the agitators, who kindly agreed to grant a truce. At first the 
Arab agitators boycotted the Commission. Finally, in response 
to flattering persuasion, they permitted a number of Arabs 
to give carefully prepared evidence. No Arab of any 
Significance whose evidence might have run contrary” to 
the agitators’ convenience was allowed to present his views to 
the Commission. All the evidence was designed to prove that 
Arab-Jewish collaboration in Palestine was impossible ; that the 
Mandate was unworkable: and that the overwhelming majority 
of Palestine Arabs stood solidly behind the agitators, would not 
tolerate Jewish immigration or the sale of land to Jews, and above 
all would on no account suffer a Jewish majority in the country. 
With evidence of such an unsatisfactory kind gathered in a 
country that was still virtually under rebellion, what hope was 
there of the Royal Commission's arriving at recommendations 
that bore any practical relation to the real problem? Was it 
surprising that they wearily declared the Mandate to be unworkable. 

Plunged into this difficulty, the Commissioners caught at the 
idea of partitioning the country into Arab and Jewish States. 
Arabs unanimously rejected the proposal, and have never flinched 
in their resistance up to this day. Thesame may be said—pace Dr. 
WEIZMANN’S strange assertion to the contrary the other day—of the 
vast majority of Jews, who saw that the proposed Jewish Staté was 
economically, strategically, and politically next door to impossible, 
and who refused to gamble the future of the Jewish people on 
such a ridiculous chance. Leading British statesmen denounced 
the proposal: some paid the deference due to a Royal Com- 
mission with a fukewarm support; and others were attracted 
by the drastic nature of the idea and envisaged its dramatic 
appearance in the history books of the future. Parliament, as a 
whole, refused to endorse the scheme, but permitted a mere 
examination of its possibilities and suitable discussion at Geneva. 

Zionists, at the General Zionist Council, would have no truck 
with it. But when Congress opened some weeks later it was 
obvious that there was an element that had fallen to the lure of 
some sort of Jewish State. Using every ounce of his very 
considerable influence, Dr. WEIZMANN, the Ziontst leader, was 
only able to get through a compromis: resolution permitting the 
Executive to ask the British 4 Government what they really 
meant by Partition—the same resolution declaring categorically 
that Congress considered that the Mandate definitely was workable, 
despite the Commission’s assertion to the contrary. It also, we would 
remind the Zionist leader, demanded the Mandate’s fulfilment. The 
intense Zionist opposition to Partition visible at Congress led those 
Zionist leaders who had succumbed to the lure ofa short cut to 
statehood to walk warily, The outstanding feature of the vast 
anti-Partition majority was confusion. And it was confusion which 
the pro-Partitionist influential handful decided to employ as their 
principal tactic. Writer after writer, in objective and well-informed 
articles, riddled the Partition scheme with devastating criticism. 
And though the columns of this paper have been left wide open to 
Partitionists to state their case, yet they have significantly refrained 
from entering the lists of reasoned argument right up to date. 

The first step in the employment and intensification of confusion 
was the groundless and dangerously misleading statement 
that Jews were faced with the alternative of either permanent 
minority status in Palestine or Partition. The British Government 
have never made that statement, and it is deplorable to find Dr. 
WEIZMANN repeating it only a few days ago at a meeting of the 
Vaad Leumi. The next cloud of confusion was raised on the 
flimsy basis of a personal suggestion from Dr. MAGNEs involving a 
political instead of an economic maximum for Jewish immigra- 
tion into Palesline. This was promptly translated into a plot to 
render Jews a permanent minority in Palestine. A little extra 
smoke was added by a pious though diplomatically ill-timed moye- 
ment to have Jewish Palestine incorporated in the British Empire—~ 
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an unexceptionable object but speciously employed to divert resist- 
ance to Partition. Then, when the clouds had become reasonably 
thick, a move was made to attempt to show that all those who 
were against Partition were against there ever being anything in 
the nature of a Jewish State. “‘ Jewish State or Ghetto ’’ was 
the artful cry. Mr. Maurice Karpr, opposing Partition at 
the Washington Conference on Sunday, clearly showed up 
this trick when he pointed out that the question of statehood 
was not a present issue, and, even though he is a non-Zion st, 
outlined an attitude that any sincere Zionist could endorse. 
Through all this maze of deliberately created complexities, added 
to the natural difficulties of the problem, it is well for Jews and 
unbiased Zionists to cling to the real facts. The Mandate has 
worked, In consequence of certain correctable mistakes there 
was trouble in Palestine. The Arabs for the most part are sick 
and tired of the agitators and their terrorists, and, once law and 
order and real personal security are restored, will gradually 
recover from their ungrounded fears of Jewish dominance 


will te willing to accept a proper implementing of the 
Mandate, and will come to appreciate the value of 
Atab-Jewish collaboration. With a wisely encouraged Arab- 


Jewish understanding they will learn to view Palestine relative to 
the great Arab States, and the Jewish national home relative to 
the world Jewish problem—both in their true perspective. Then 
questions of majorities and minorities will vanish. Those who 
are rushing madly for the unworkable Jewish Partition State are 
rushing to Jewish national suicide. And it ts from these that the 
Mandate must be saved-——for many years yet until a normal politica! 
entity evolves in Palestine which will be the glory and saviour of 
Jewry as well as the ble-sing of an enlightened Arab renaissance.

As Jews, therefore, no less than as citiz2ns, we joia in the 
felicitations which have rained on the great statesman and his devoted 
partner in life, and wish them, most cordially, many more years of 
unalloyed married happiness. 


THE ENGLISH LANGUAGE IN PALESTINE 

So much has bezn said and written about the desirability of spreading 
in Palzstine a kKnowledg> of the English language and the English way 
of life that an article on this subject, which appears in another column 
of this issuz, will be read with keen interest. Our correspondent describes 
the cfforts to popularise the knowledge of English which are being 
made on the radio by an Anglo-Jewish resident. and the extra- 
ordinarily widespread response they have elicited even from many 
people outsid: Palestin2, who asked to bz: enro'led§ in the 
Brighter English Leagu:** created by the g:ntleman in question, 
and begged for advicz oa the best means of acquiring idiomatic English. 
Side by side with th: radio classes the sam>2 energstic pioneer has started 
a system of ** £1 libraries for the Kibbutzim,”*’ eight well-selected books 
being offered for the sum named. These individual attempts ar2 no 
doubt highly commendable, but if only half what is said of the necessity 
for familiarising the inhabitants of Palestine with the English speech and 
mentality is true, then it is not a little strange that s> much should have 
to be done by private initiative. We could think of no better way of 
casing existing frictions or preparing a Colonial or Dominion Status for 
Palestine than by an education which would help Palestinians of all 
sections to understand how England thinks and what she stands for. 
Oncz that were achieved, a good many of the racial barriers in Pa'estinz 
would come tumbling to the ground. 

_ THE “STUERMER ” 


- A SPECIAL number of.Herr Sireicher’s nauseating publication, contain- 
‘ing a demand for the death penalty for Jews declared guilty. of 
_ Rassenschande (the new crime invented by the Nazis), has been 
. confiscated, and the paper now appears to be under indefinite 
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suspension, Immediately before going to press comes the news that 
Streicher has resigned his office as chief of the paper. For four 
years this filthy sheet has scattered the foulest abuse of the Jewish 
people. Fortified by the ostentatiously proclaimed friendship of the 
Fuhrer for its editor, it has been allowed to proceed to length: 
which are unparalleled in the records of gutter journalism, and 
which made a mockery of the Germans’ claims to be considere: 
a refined and civilised nation. Yet it is difficult to believe tha: 
cultivated German nationals cherished anything but disgust for 
it. Certainly, the foreign visitor coming upon it displayed on. strec 
walls, and in the notorious STUERMER showcases, was revolted an’ 
shocked, and perhaps it is the slow sinking of this fact into the offi-ia! 
mind that accounts for the present action. The -question is whether 
Herr Hitler will now publicly repudiate Streicher and ail his work. 
There is a‘'so another question—whether he will also apologise i 
Streicher ’s Jewish victims in every country, including Jewish membe 
of foreign Governments. But that, of course, would be expecting to) 
much of the country of the Nuremberg Laws ! 


ROOM FOR HOPE? 

WHETHER the present move portends any new developments in the ay 
Jewish policy it is not easy to say, It is not certain that the Stuer 
has cmitted its last horror, or lied its last lie. It has survived offi 
displeasure tefore, particularly when during the Olympic Games it 
hidden out of sisht, not froma sense of shame but out of a prudent re 2. 
for tactics. It may therefore survive its new setback. The only comior:, 
indeed, that mizht, at first blush, be drawn from its temporary supprc 
sion les in the rumour that this is the outcome of a revolt on the pari o 
the more circumspect Nazis, concerned perhaps for the prospects of an 
Anglo-German understanding, or an Englist or French loan such 
M. Van Zeeland is reported to hive proposed. That anybody in the Rei 
should have the courage to stand up to Jew-baiting even in only one : 
its forms might seem to strike a faint note of hope. But too much signi!.- 
cance should not be attached to this aspect of the matter. For co: 
currently with the banning of the STUERMER Comes news of Ominous n. 
steps against German Jewry. In the past few days Jewish workers havc 
been driven from a large number of clothing fac‘ories, and seve 
measures have been taken against Jewish doctors and dentists. 


More serious still is the repert of stringent action against Jewis) 
business men. Jewish enterpr ses, it ts stated, are, under the decree « 
the new Minister of Economics (Dr. Schacht's successor), to sulk 
further drastic cuts in raw materials and foreign cxchange quotas, th: 
obvious purpose being to eliminate Jews from the economie sphere. Up 
till now, measures of this deseription have been left to local and less 
august initiative. With the disappearance of Schacht, who strenuous's 
resisted them, the way is now cleared for that “regularisation ** of the 
economic activities of the Jews which was postponed when a simila: 
process was ordatned tn other branches of the national life. In short, the 
progress of strangling the German-Jewish communily is now to be 
speeded up. That fact should put a brake upon any optimism founded 
on the disciplining of Herr Streicher and his no-some sheet. 


CLARK'S COLLEGE APOLOGISES 

IN our last issue we referred to a coundle of paragrap’s offens.ve to 
Jews which appeared in a magazine, the Epucator, published as 1's 
official organ by C'ark’s College. We cxpressed the belief that the 
heads of this we!l-known institution did no! approve of them, and would 
take the first opportunity of apologising. In another pari of our 
present issus will be found a letter from the Principal of the College, 
Mr. Ernest G. V. Clark, in which it is explained that in the rush 
between Christmas and the New Year the proofs were not subjected to 
the usual close scrutiny, otherwise the offending matter ** would natural’, 
have been omitted."" Mr. Clark apologises for the oTence that has 
teen caused, and acds that the first opportunity is being taken of 
explaining the circumstances and offering apology in the next issuc 
of the journal.

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IN THE COMMUNAL ARMCHAIR: 


A REPORT—AND A MORAL 


By WATCHMAN 


Tue other day, there was published the Report of the Commission on 
Christian Doctrine, a body which was appointed by the Archbishops of 
Canterbury and York, fifteen years ago. The doctrine is, as stated, con- 
cerned with Christian beliefs, but even so, one cannot help feeling that 
the report has some bearing on our own Jewish religious problem and 
is not without some useful morals for our own people. Let us see exactly 
what the Commission was asked to do. It was ‘* to consider the nature 
and grounds of Christian doctrine with a view to demonstrating the 
extent of existing agreement within the Churg@g of England, and with a 
view to investigating how far it is possible to remove or diminish existing 
differences." In a Preface to the report, the Archbishop of York 
further clarifies these instructions. ** Our terms of reference,’”’ he says, 
‘did not include the question what varieties of doctrine or of inter- 
pretation are to be regarded as permissible in the Church of England. 


. »« We have interpreted our function as solely theological and not 
in any sense judicial. 


WHat happened? The Commission presented a unanimous report. 
But within the body of the report there were openly expressed differences 
of opinion. That was only in strict accord with the task allotted to the 
Commissioners, which was not to declare what the doctrine of the 
Church ought to be, but to consider the nature and grounds of 
Christian doctrine with a view to demonstrating the ex'ent of existing 
wreement and discovering how far it was possible to remove 
or diminish disagreements. These disagreements are plainly stated, 
with seldom any attempt to decide between them, and they are, indeed, 
‘emarkable. _ They concern. for instance, the questions of angels and 
‘¢mons, and of miracles. On the former, for example, the Commission 
suggests that it 1s not irrational to believe in the existence of spiritual 
beings other than human. But it gocs on to record its conviction that 
| is legitimate for a Christian either to suspend judgment on the point 
or to interpret the language of Scripture or the Liturgy with regard 
‘o angels and demons in a purely symbolic sense. 


\ SIMILAR diversity of beliefs is accepted in regard to miracles. The 
me course is even followed tin connection with matters of doctrine 
hich have excited the keenest controversy among Chufchmen and 
thers in modern times. Take the question, for example, of the ** Virgin 
hirth.”” The Commission states “the main grounds on which the 
‘octrine is valued."” But it goes onto say that “there are some among 
’ who hold that a full belief in the “ historical Incarnation’ ts 
‘re consistent with the supposition that the birth of the founder of 
hristianity took place under normai circumstances. The Commission 
-cordingly contents itself with recognising that both views are held by 
embers of its own body as well as the Church. Similarly in regard to 
1 “ Resurrection,’’ we are told that “it is not surprising that opinions 
ould differ when the question is raised how much in the record of ii 
derived from the sheer occurrence of the fact itself,’*> and how much 
due to the primitive interpretation of “the fact *’ in the minds which 
lirst perceived its transcendent significance and expressed it in forms 
vitably belonging to their own manrer of thought and speech.’ 


Now it is not for Jews to medd'e with Christian doctrinal! differences, 
‘ct alone to rejoice in them in a spirit of schadenfreude. Nor would it 
verhaps serve any useful purpose to invoke them asa partial justification 
{ their own age-long position in these matters or to taise_ the 
\ty Of **T told you so !** What is far more justifiable and relevant ts 
‘oO point out that for the expression of views such as are openly stated 
‘n this report, Jews as well as Christians might have paid a heavy price 
‘n days gone by, In a word, the report illustrates the growth of the 
pirit of religious freedom, at all events in this country, as well as, of 
-ourse, the advance of reason in the consideration of religious dogmas. 
\nd it is here, and in what follows, that the Jewish aspect of the report 
sto te found. Neither the exercise of reason nor religious liberty 
in conflict with Jewish teaching. The prophetic exhortation, “Lift up 
vour eyes on high, and see who created these things,’’ is, as that great 
cholar and truly pious Jew, Dr. Fried!ander, once orally explained, an 
ivitation to man to use his reasoning faculties. And that wonderful 
Rabbinic saying, ** The pious among the nations have their share in the 
world to come,’’ is surely the finest expression of religious freedom yet 
\ouchsafed to the human race, though the ordinary Christian man in 
ihe street—except perhaps those who pass by the ‘* Wayside Pulpits *’ 
of the Metropolitan Synagogues—has probaby never heard of it, 
The Commission’s report, in fact, is a significant manifestation of the 
Spirit of tolerance. This is seen not only in the examples already 
adduced, but very strikingly in the passage concerning the Creation, in 
“hich it is laid down that | 
ho objection to a theory of evolution can be drawn from the two 
Creation narratives in Gen. i. and ii., since it is generally agreed among 
educated Christians that these are mythological in origin. and that their 
Value for us is symbolic rather than historical. 


THERE must be many Christians who would not accept this point of 
view, and who, perhaps, would reject the suggestion that they are 
uneducated. Yet the Commission does not hesitate to extend its tolerance 
to the sceptics, in the interests of what may be truth. I wonder 
whether the same tolerance would be offered by strictly orthodox Jews 
to “ educated ** coreligionists. I wonder what would happen if promi- 
nent Jewish educationists ever came out boldly with the opinion that 
the Creation narratives are mythological, and so taught the children in 
our classes. Perhaps | am mistaken. Perhaps there have been such declara- 
tions in this country. Ifso, I stand corrected. But, generally speaking, I do 
venture to suggest that there has existed a certain intransigent and 
unyielding attitude among our Right wing of religious thought that can 
hardly, with the best will in the world, be described as tolerance. It was 
exhibited, for instance, when a certain Rabbi absented himself from a 
Communal meeting called to arouse enthusiasm for religious instruc- 
tion. This icy attitude has, of course, thawed in some directions, as 
was notably shown on the occasion of the Coronation, when ministers 
of all religious groups in the Community co-operated in a religious 
service of celebration. But that the all-or-nothing attitude still exists 
here, and, one must fear, abroad, there can be little doubt, 

Ir that view is contested, why has every attempt to procure an allevia- 
tion of the sufferings of the Agunot ended in failure? Ten years ago 
it Was conservatively estimated that there were ten thousand of these 
hapless women in Europe. Their husbands had completely disappeared 
in the fog of war or as a result of emigration. The law of some lands 
permits them, after a certain number of years, to re-marry. But the 
Jewish law lays i down that marriages can be dissolved only by the 
husband's act.- If they vanish, the re-marriage of their wives accord- 
ing to the laws of their people ts forbidden until direct evidence of 
their death is accepted by the Beth Din, and, in the circumstances, this 
is Of Course impossible to obtain; and so the unfortunate women are 
left to drag out their lives in solitude, poverty, and despair. Ten years 
ago our Board of Deputies held a conference on the matter with the 
Beth Din. Nothing came of it. The Board then passed a resolution 
to the effect that, ** having regird to divorce and other problems 
affecting the position of Jewish women, the London Beth Din should 
seriously consider the taking of steps to secure the convening of an 


authoritative Conference of Orthodox Rabbis." But no more was 


heard of this suggestion than of the similar proposal for a Rabbinical 

Assembly which was carried at the Preachers’ Conference a year or so

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any other opinions—or even an admission, however faint, that some- 
thing may, after all, be said for the other man’s point of view, 
Wuat is the result of this strait-laced attitude? It may be found in 
the prophetic lament of old : ‘* All we like sheep have gone astray and 
have turned, every one, to his own way.’” The Sabbath is not only 
violated but forgotten. Some of the Festivals are going the same way. 
The United Synagogue is supposed to be an Orthodox institution, but 
there is chaos in the ** orthodox’’ practice of ils constituent congregations, 
for several of them permit women in their choirs, and at least one, to my 
knowledge, has abolished duchaning, while how many have dropped 
passages from the traditional services goodness alone knows! Some con- 
gregants ride to and from synagogue on Sabbath ; others, in increasing 
numbers, have abandoned the second day Yomtov, and so on, and soon, 
But, worst of all, there is little or no attempt to cope with the doubts 
raised by modern thought. No one has the courage, it would seem, to 
grapple with them; and so the drift to confusion and nothingarianism 
proceeds, and Jews are becoming, in the words of the old saying, more 
and mere the blank leaves between the Old Testament and the New ! 
Ir may te said, ** But what, after all, would be the use of a Rabbinical 
Assembly > Even the Commission on Christian Doctrine to which you 
refer only interpreted its functions as theological and not in any way 
judicial. It was not to declare what the doctrine of the Church ought 
to be, but to consider the nature of such doctrine with a view to 
demonstrating the extent of existing agreements and discovering how 
far it ‘was possible to remove or diminish disagreements. And in the 
end the disagreements were hardly bridged.*" To this I answer that 1 
would be content if no more than this were attempted by a Rabbinical 
Assembly, and if such a body did litte beyond trying to find how far 
disagreement among us could be banished or lessened. Who knows but 
that the extent of agreement among us would be found to be, in fact, 
far greater than is suspected? At least, to put an end to the present 
stand-offish attitude and promote an approach of one pariy to the other 
might be something gained. There was, indeed, such positive gain in 
the case under consideration. The significance of the report, said the 
Archbishop of York, was that 
where disagreement remained they had tried to secure that each 
vieW Was expressed not in the language beloved by its adherents but feared 
or hated by others, but in the language which might show to those othe:s 
its positive spiritual valu>. So they hoped to promote that m» tual 


understanding and appreciation to which in so’ large a measure they 
themselves were brought. 


I sHovutp be satisfied if at first the Rabbinical Assembly did no 
more than this, for it would prepare the way to larger results in the 
future. But for its mere assembly the spirit of tolerance is necessary — 
the willingness at least to listen. Tolerance ! What is the-use of our 
raging against its denial abroad if some of us frowa on it in our own house- 
hold? One thing, however, we can be sure of.- As Dr. Inge has wisely 
said, under a regime of intolerance all the finer fruits of the spirit 
wither, It breeds duplicity, hypocrisy, and sham. It creatcs a sort of 
modern Marranoism, under which men outwardly: conform while con- 
temning Orthodox Judaism in private life. And the very knowledge 
of this double existence sends the young fleeing in horror from all 
religion with a gibe and a curse on their lips. Until our spiritual 
leaders get them a little courage, and stop shivering on the brink of 
decision, there can be precious little ofa future for Judaism in this land.

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“WHITHER JEWRY?” 
A Maccabi Symposium 
THE ECONOMIC BASIS OF ANTI-SEMITISM 


Under the auspices of the Committee for the Co-ordination of 
Cultural Activities of the Maccabi Association, London, a symposium 
on “ Whither Jewry?” was held on Thursday evening of last week, 
at Maccabi House, 73, Compayne Gardens, N.W., under the C hairman- 
ship of Mr. H. Sidebotham, of the SUNDAY TIMES. The speakers were 
Professor Norman Bentwich, O.B.E., Mr. Sidney Dark, Editor of the 
Cuurcu Times, and Dr. Cecil Roth, President of the Jewish Historical 
Society of England. 

The following are some points taken from the speeches: Se 

Dr. Cec. Rotu: “1 think one may say that though the possibilities of 
assimilation are not altogether past, they are far less than they seemed 
to be a short time ago. It ts, however, a melancholy thought that the 
trouble which is perplexing and oppressing us all to-day —the pressure of 
anti-Semitism on the Continent—is in its way the safeguard of our own 
existence. and that if we return to the status quo—if Liberalism 1s to be 
re-established in, Europe, if we are going back to those halcyon days which 
we thought had dawned for good at the close of the War, and if the night- 
mare of anti-Semitism is to be removed, then probably we will be faced 
with that other danger, assimilation. 

“Although the condition of the anti-Jewish prejudice in this country 
is nothing like as great as it was three or four years ago, | am not quite 
sure that the menace. if vou take a long view, is not greater still. And 
what will be the outcome of that? It depends upon the outcome of the 
world’s history. and. above all. on the future of Liberalism and Liberty. 

Mr: Stpney Dark: “There is no doubt about the accuracy, proved since 
his death. of Lucien Wolf's statement in his article on ‘Anti-Semitism 
in the “Encyclopedia Britannica, that anti-Semitism has always been 
political and economic much more than religious and racial. The history 
of Europe in the last five or six years has proved the accuracy ol that 
statement. | 

Mr. Dark was speaking as an orthodox Christian, and he could say that 
minorities would never be safe from the risk of persecution unless something 
occurred which the Christian called a “ change of heart.” : 

He was absolutely certain of the tremendous future for Zionist Palestine, 
and whether Partition came or not, whatever might be the political circum- 
stances. Zionist Palestine, the Jewish State, was going to develop, he hoped 
within the British Empire, not only to be the focus and inspiration ol 
Jewish life all over the world, but to play an enormous part in the history oi 
the Near East. 

Coming to “my fellow-citizens of this great country, sharing the same 
allegiance, the same ideals, the same literature, the same culture, and the 
same hopes.” he said, “ just as Paul himself was able to be not only faithful 
to the ‘traditions of his people, but proud to be a Roman citizen, so you 
may play a double role, as he did, with equal advantage to yourselves and 
to us.” 


Palestine the Great Hope 


PROFESSOR NORMAN BENTWICH: “ One cannot be in. Palestine for a short 
or long time without being conscious that the Jewish people are again alive 
and that Judaism is again a force which thrills and unntes the Jewish 
people, not only in that country but permeating to the who'e of Jewry.” 

What seemed to him to be a very serious factor in Europe to-day was the 
economic maladjustment of Jewish life practically everywhere except in 
Palestine and Soviet Russia. The fact was that the Jew had retained during 
the last century of emancipation, very often because he could not change 
it, the unhealthy economic life into which he was forced during centuries 
oi oppression. One of the root causes of the troub'e in Europe to-day 
for the Jew was that he was so concentrated in certain vocations and in 
certain places. It was, of course, not the fault of the Jew. He had 
never had the chance of doing other things. What was perhaps more 
difficult to fight than the anti-Semitism of men was the anti-Semitism 
of things, and one of the anti-Semitisms of things was that the economic 
position of the Jew to-day in many parts of Europe was untenable. 

“One of the great things Palestine has shown-in our generation is that 
the Jew, given idealism, can get back to the full and simple and large life 
of his ancestors and to working on the soil and to any kind of productive 
and simple occupation, and do it as well and as happily as if he remained 
at the counting house, or remained a lawyer or a doctor.” 

A discussion: opened by the Chairman followed. Mr. SipeEBOTHAM said 
that he believed the Jew could win through in Palestine. He thought that 
under any rational settlement there would be room, not perhaps for the 
whole of the 6,000,000 persecuted Jews, but any rate for half the Jews 
who would like to change their domicile. That, in itself, was a big thing. 
But it went further. He believed that nationhood was after all the thing 
for the lack of which the Jews had chiefly suffered. In Palestine, the Jewish 
nation, however small it might be, had the right to its existence. and as it 
came into existence it must exercise a profound influence not only upon its 
neighbours, but in defence of its own compatriots in other countries.

Rabbi Samuel Daiches on the Fuure

Synagogue, Rabbi Dr. Samuel Daiches gave a lecture under the 
auspices of the Great Synagogue Guild on “ Whither Jewry?” [,y.

Dr. Daiches said that the position of the Jewish people was geting 
worse. The advent of the Nazis as the rulers of Germany had proved 
a disaster of the first magnitude to Jewry. At the root of the present 
evil lay Nazism. Dr. Daiches paid tribute to THE JEWISH CHRON): || 
which was rendering splendid service both in the supplying of acc 
news and in keeping the Community informed of what was happeniny in 
the world. Britain, France, and the United States should prevent Rumania 
from carrying out its vicious policy against the Jews and other minorit:os. 

Speaking of Palestine, Dr. Daiches said that the partnership of the Jey ish 
people with Britain was one of the miracles of history for which one could 
not be grateful enough. British statesmen were men of real culture J 
understanding, of wide outlook, and of Biblical flavour, and that 
a long way. But the Jewish National Home could not and must not be 
up by the persecution ol Sews in the world. Not because Gern 
Rumania, or Poland persecuted the Jews would Palestine be redeemed 
It would be redeemed through justice and righteousness. It must be « 
voluntary settlement in Palestine and not a compulsory emigration [ion 
other countries. | 

He did not know what other countries were willing to-day to 
their gates to persecuted Jews. The Madagascar scheme, in plain lang 
was a“ wash-out.” Hf the intentions of the Rumanian Government s! 
he realised and hundreds of thousands of Jews be driven out, the 
thing that they could do was to speak unceasingly to the conscien 
the world. Thev must not despair. In their greatest troubles the Proph<:. 
of old did not despair. All these wicked men would disappear, wo: id 
vanish like smoke, and the Jews and their Bible and their moral 
would remain. | 

Dr. Daiches said that they ought to have from time to time speci! 
days of prayers for the welfare of Jewry and for the welfare of 
world. This would do a great deal to strengthen themselves in time 
trouble. He could not imagine better protest meetings throughout Jew: 
than assemblies in Synagogues at which certain selected Psalms were 
These days of prayer would do a great ceal to rouse the conscience 
those nations that still had consciences lett.

DR. WEIZMANN RETURNING TO LONDON 


To Negotiate with Government 


SOLICITING “ BEST CONDITIONS ” 


Empire's Respect for Pledged Word 


A plenary meeting of the Vaad Leumi Council of the Jewish Com- 


munity) was held on Sunday in Jerusalem, at which Dr. Weizmann, 
members of the Executive of the Jewish Agency, and representatives 
of all the mstitutions of the Yishuv and of the Communities in the 


towns and settlements were present. 

Dr. Weizmann made a long speech, in the course of which he 
tated (according to Patcor) that he was proceeding shortly to London 
for the purpose of endeavouring to obtain the best conditions for a 
Jewish State, in accordance with the resolution adopted by the Zionist 
Congress. He would inform the Mandatory Power. he stated. that 
there would be no solution of the Palestine problem without the consen! 
of the Jewish people. 

Ihe meeting was opened by Mi. Ben-Zvi. Chairman of the Vaad 
ieumi, who,m the course of his remarks, referred to the fact that 
during the past two months, since the Vaad Leumi met, there had been 
thirteen, Jéwish victims of Arab terrorism. He also reported on his 
recent visits to Poland and Rumania, observing that the Jews in both 
countries were solidly behind the Yishuv. 

Dr. Weizmann, in his address, said that the opinion of the majority 
of the Congress had hitherto not been expressed, either one way or the 
other. He was bound to declare that the majority at the Congress did 
not reject the principle of a Jewish State tn a part of Palestine. bu! 
demanded’ an mprovement in the plan formulated by. the Peel Com- 
mission, an improvement which would satisfy the fundamental require- 
ments of the Jews: (1) a proper stragetic defence, (2) economic sell- 
maintenance, and (3) considerable immigration into the country. They 
were faced, he said. with two alternatives, either minority status in an 
Arab State in the whole of Palestine or a State in a part of Palestine: 
and he was certain that the majority of the Jewish people would choose 
the second, without in any way forgoing its great hopes for the future. 
[he coming ten years would be decisive to their future. and he wished 
to live and see their advancement. 

He was now proceeding to London, where he intended to tell Great 
Britain that those who thought that they could solve the Palestine 
problem without the consent of the Jewish people were ‘nm error. The 
British Empire, he said, was. founded on its moral strength and it 
could rot tear up declarations and promises, : 

Mrs. Dugdale, who was enthusiastically received, said that the new 
White Paper issued by Mr. Ormsby-Gore leit no doubt that the British 
G;overnment wished to proceed with the scheme for a Jewish State. 
But it did not regard itself as bound to the details of the Peel scheme. 
lhey must declare, she said, that when Dr. Weizmann talked to Great 
Britain he had behind him the whole of the Yishuv. 

A discussion followed Dr. Weizmann’s address, in which Messrs. 
ssishkin, Suprasky, Smilansky, Remez. Almaleh, Weinstein, David 
Yellin, and others participated.

After the meeting, the Vaad Leumi issued a statement, dealing with 
the shocking conditions of .Jews in the Diaspora, particularly in 
Rumania, Germany, and Poland, which reads in part as follows: ~ The 
\ aad Leumi sends a message of encouragement to suffering Jewry. and 
calls upon the civilised nations to protest against the persecution o| 
Jews. The calamity of the Jewish people is thrown into higher relie! 
because they have no other place of refuge than that of Eretz Yisrael.” 
Referring to the Zionist political situation, the statement declares that 
the Jewish people will never agree to minority status in Palestine. The 
Yishuv demands that the Government shall put an end to the condition 
of political uncertainty.

THREATENE® STRIKE IN SCHOOLS 
Teachers and Cost-of-Living Allowances 


PROBLEM FOR THE VAAD LEUMI

hreats of a strike among teachers in Jewish elementary schoo's 


under and supported by the Knesseth Israel (Palestinian Jewry) system 
were made by the Jewish Teachers’ Federation on January 20th as 
the result of failure to reach agreement on the principle of cost-of- 
living allowances. As a result, however, of the personal intervention of 
Dr. Ch. Weizmann, the strike, which was to have begun to-day, was 
called off, the Teachers’ Federation announcing that they had decided 
to awart the result of mediation by leading organisations of the Yishuv. 
There ts still a possibility that a strike may take place if the result of the 
negotiations is unsatisfactory 

Strong criticism has been voiced in the Hebrew Press at the 
threatened action of the teachers which would deprive £0,009 children 
of their schooling 

Phe General Council (Vaad Leumi) of Palestinian Jews had at first 
contested the claim of the Federation to incorporate the cost-of-living 
allowances tn the regular- salary scales, but had agreed to such incor- 
poration only in the case of unmarried. teachers. 

In a statement published on Thursday, January 20th, the Director 
of Education and Executive Council of the Vaad Leumi reviewed the 
development of the dispute, pointing out that at the beginning of the 
1936 37 school year, the grades of salary had been fixed at a minimum 
of £P9 per month tor elementary schools with an annual increment o! 
tP! up to the maximum of tPI8, exclusive of family allowances. 
There was an additional cost-of-living allowance for every male and 
temale teacher of tPl per month. 

The Jewish educational system faced additional financial burdens 
as a result of the revision of the salary scales and cost-of-living allow- 
ances al the outset of 1936/37, and deficits were incurred of £P2,200 for 
1935 36 and £P1.500 for 1936/37. Moreover, the economic depression 
during the past year brought about a position in which residential 
centres which had contributed the lion’s share of educational expendi- 
ture in their area found themselves unable to pay the cost-of-living 
allowances debited to them. As regards Jerusalem, the Vaad Leumi 
said. the fact that thousands of children were not able to attend 
school owing to lack of accommodation was an insuperable barrier to 
the payment of tP 1.300 in cost-of-living allowances to teachers. 

[here was no alternative but to cancel the allowances for the coming 


year, and the full sesston of the General Council on October 14th last 


confirmed the conclusion that, at this difficult hour for the Yishuv. 
it was impossible to contmue payment of the extra allowance, and 
the budget was approved with the additional sum excluded. 


Federation Rejects Offer 


Following e\tensive negotiations with the Teachers’ Federation, with 
a view to averting any disturbance of the normal school system, the 
Directorate of Education decided to restore the allowance for married 
teachers—thus reducing the amount saved by 59 per cent. On 
December 2nd, the Teachers’ Federation rejected the offer, but made 
the counter-proposal that, while it was ready to make up the allowance 
to unmarried teachers by a general pooling arrangement, the Vaad. 
Leumi should agree to incorporate the £P1 allowance to married 
teachers as an integral part of their salaries. The reply was that while 
the Vaad Leumi would not object to the Teachers’ Federation's 
proposal of a 10s. monthly dllowance for all teachers (which, in effect, 
the pooling arrangement meant), it could not accept the other proposal 
and suggested the appointment of a joint commission to study a 
revision of the scales and the suggested recommendations for the 
coming year. 

The Teachers’ Federation rejected the offer and insisted on the fulfil- 
ment of its demands on threat of a general strike. The Vaad Leumi 
refused to accede to the ultimatum on the grounds that actually there 
was no dispute as to the extent of the payment for this year, and in 
any event the whole matter was subject to negotiation, and pointed Sut 
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that it had reached the maximum on which it was prepared to com- 
promise in order not to disturb the normal functioning,of the schools. 


Speaking at a Press conference on Thursday morning, January 20th, 


Dr. A. Katzenelson, of the Vaad Leumi Executive, observed that the 


average salary of a teacher in the Grade I elementary schools was now 
£P20 monthly, that teachers were practically the only class of workers 
in the country with permanent posts, that the Vaad Leumi contributed 
50 per cent. towards their Pensions Fund, and that the teachers had 
annual holidays of three to four months, 

Moreover, he said, the proportion of the decrease was 2} per cent., 
whereas Jewish national and Histadruth bodies had reduced salaries 
by 5 per cent. and eliminated ‘cost-of-living allowances entirely. He 
pointed out that the Government was contributing £P50,000 to the 
Jewish educational budget and had at one time insisted that the wage- 
scales be reduced to a minimum of £P8 and a maximum of L£P16 
monthly; but the Vaad Leumi had not accepted this request and main- 
tained the previous scale. The Government now strongly opposed any 
change as requested by the teachers. 

He then condemned the threatened action of the teachers in strong 
language as “a grave public offence” in view of the seriousness of the 
hour in Jewish life. The Vaad Leumi could not commit itself to any 
prior commitments without guarantee that these could be fulfilled. 
He recalled that since the Jewish schools had been taken under the 
aegis of the Vaad Leumi six years ago, there had not been a single 
instance of delay in payment of monthly salaries. 

Mr. I. Ben-Zvi, Chairman of the Vaad Leumi, declared that the 
teachers were trying to prejudge the issue before it had been thoroughly 
considered, and that in any event the question did not arise until the 
beginning of the next school-year, by which time the joint commis+.on 
could finish its recommendations for the new scale. He deplored the 
action of the Teachers’ Federation Central Committee, which refused 
even to consult the Jewish Agency Executive, as an attempt to force the 
Yishuv to vield to its will. 

It should be noted that the total cost of the allowance was £P8,CCO 
per annum, but the Vaad Leumi had agreed to pay £P4,000 to the 
teachers. 


TEACHING ENGLISH BY RADIO 
Venture by Anglo-Jewish Resident 
WIDESPREAD INTEREST AROUSED 


our Correspondent—JERUSALEM, January 23rd] 

One of the. characteristics of the English language’ is its insidious 
permeation of territories under British control or influence. There is 
never any conscious attempt to teach the language or to instil in the 
inhabitants an organised and co-ordinated knowledge of English 
customs and ways. Like Topsy, the language “just grows”; and its 
haphazard though sturdy grewth has produced many weird and almost 
unbelievable aspects of orthography and lingual usage. 

An admirable enterprise has been launched in Jerusalem by a 
prominent Anglo-Jewish resident connected with the Palestine Govern- 
ment in the form of a pastime which has developed into a serious 
undertaking. Following a series of twenty talks which he helped to 
Organise over the Palestine radio on “‘The English Way of Life,” this 
gentleman started a “ Brighter English League,” which had the object 
of showing Palestinians—and English residents—the absurdities of 
* Pinglish”” (a term coined for Palestinian English) and the pitfalls 
waiting for them when they pursued the idiom too eagerly. 

A remarkable outcome of this effort was that, in answer to an invita- 
tion for outlines of coming lessons, no fewer than 400 people from 
outside Palestine, including the Balkans and the Levant and as far into 
the hinterland as the fringe of Kurdistan, wrote asking to be enrolled 
as members of the league and requesting advice on the best means of 
acquiring idiomatic English. 

| have seen some of the letters received by the President of the 
Brighter English League. Quite apart from the misconceptions of 
what constitutes epistolary English, these letters are a telling testimony 
to the interest taken by all classes and conditions of people in the 
language. A Moslem schoolteacher at Es-Salt (Transjordan): a 
mechanic at Kirkuk, in Northern Iraq; a Catholic priest in the Garden 
of Gethsemane; a Greek at Constanza (Rumania): a Jewish teacher at 
Plovdiv (Bulgaria); a Christian resident of Aleppo: an Armenian 
chemist in Cyprus: a French liaison officer at Kuneitra (Syria}—these 
are but a few of those who thirst to speak English. 

Naturally, there are many German Jews interested in the radio 
classes, especially in Tel-Aviv. An English-born German settler in 
Ramat Hashavim, the large poultry-farming centre in the Sharon which 
is aptly nicknamed “Cock-a-Doodle-Doo Village.’ who has been 
conducting an English-speaking group there, has received a number 
of outlines of coming lessons (which are, incidentally, sent free). Many 
groups ot Jewish secondary.school children, in Beth Hakerem and Tel- 
Avi¥, have appointed one or two of their number as class representa- 
lives. Two Whole classes joined the league en masse. 


The Curriculum 

Twelve talks in all are planned before the middle of March 7 hey 
are divided as follows: three for grammar, three vocabulary, two for 
idiom, two pronunciation, one spelling, and one on the origin of words 
The method of delivery is extremely effective—the lecturer analyses the 
verbs, adverbs, adjectives, or manner of pronunciation. He intersperses 
serious grammatical analysis with amusing illustrations drawn from 
current events, often with shrewd hits at local abuses. 

The first six talks are to be published in book form this week, with a 
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foreword by Mr. Stephen Fry, Director of the Palestine Broadcas:ing 
Service. The Pacestine Review, of Jerusalem, is to sponsor ¢)¢ 
publications at Is. a copy. Two thousand are being printed. 

Of interest is the fact that a group of private people are now 
pursuing another method of bringing home a sound knowleds: of 
correct English to Jewish residents. A system of “£1 libraries for he 
Kibbutzim ” has been started by the same gentleman, and eight \ ¢}|- 
selected books for that sum are advised.

JEWISH PRISONERS AT ACRE 
Frother of Constable’s Widow Detained

When a delegation of nine women, whose husbands are interned at 
Acre. waited on the Mayor of Tel-Aviv one day this week to urge his 
intervention in securing the release of their breadwinners, the pathetic 
revelation was made that one of them, the widow of P.C. Jacob Klicger, 
shot and fatally wounded during the ambush of a Jewish omnibus on 
the Jerusalem-Tel-Aviv highway, had her brother among the internces. 
He is Menachem Arber. a member of the local Revisionist Associa\ion 

The women described the difficult situation in which the dependents 
of the prisoners were placed. Mr. Israel Rokach, the Mayor, promised 
to take up the matter. 

Some of the prisoners this week intended to proclaim a hunger-strike 
in protest against the bad conditions they were made to suffer and 
their continued detention without trial. Dr. A. Altman, Chairman o: 
the Palestine branch of the New Zionist Organisation, visited them « 
Acre on Tuesday, January 18th, and spoke to them for an hour and « 
half, securing their promise to postpone the hunger-strike unti! the 
Jewish institutions concerned had an opportunity of intervening on 
their behall.

Mr. Maurice Karpf Opposes Partition 
* UNWISE, UNSOUND, UNSAFE ” 


Palestine Transcends Political Zionism 
[From our Special Correspondent —WASHINGTON, January 24th] 


ihe United Palestine Appeal which will endeavour to raise the 
sum of $4,500,000 was launched at a conference in Washington on 
Monday. There were fifteen hundred delegates present and famous 
figures in American Jewry as well as members of the Government. 
fhe Appeal is for large-scale colonisation work “ for the settlement ot 
Polish, Rumanian, and German Jews and the support of vital institu- 
tions in the National Homeland.” The conference adopted a resolution 
urging the Jewish Agency to convey to the Colonial Office “ the grave 
concern felt over the economic and political uncertainty and the con- 


sequent impairment of the National Home, the foundations of which 


are threatened by delay in the formulation of administrative policy 
regarding the intention of the Mandatory Power to discharge tts obliga- 
tions, the anxiety about the immigration regulations which are a viola- 
tion of the principles of the Mandate. With reliance on the loyal 
intentions of the Mandatory, we urge a speedy determination of 
Government policy, and wait assurance that the immigration restric: 
tions are temporary.” 

The conference elected Rabbi Abba Hillel Silver as President for 
the 1938 campaign 

Rabbi Dr. Stephen Wise, retiring Chairman, emphatically declared 
* England’s shortcomings and failures are not to be mentioned with the 
tragic inexpiable crimes against Jews in other lands. I dont mean to 
utter one word in dispraise of England,” he said; “ we are still England's 
debtors even as England acknowledges her indebtedness to Hebraism. 
We find fault only to chasten a trusted friend who seems suddenly 
unequal to the demands of her obligation.” Dr. Wise insisted that the 
issues of “Jewish State” or “ Palestine Partition ~ be kept separate. 
Referring to four Arabs who picketed the door of the hotel in which 
the conference was held, he satd: “ They seem prepared, alas, to 
return to obsolete things and the rule of force, while we go forward 
to ordered liberty and the supreme righteousness of the human brother- 
hood.” 

Rabbi Silver roused the audience to a high pitch of enthusiasm when 
he described himself as a “conscripted soldier in Israel's battles on

An absorbing contribution to the debate was made by Mr. Maurice 
J. Karpf, an American member of the Jewish Agency. He lett a 
deep impression by his conciliatory declaration on behalf of non- 
Zionists. He voiced his opposition to Partition because it was “socially 
unwise, economically unsound, and politically unsafe.” He said of a 
future Jewish State that it was not at present an issue. “ We are 
opposed to the crystallisation of Jewish Palestine in the present situa- 
tion.” he declared; “and equally opposed to permanent minority 
Nt status. Given a fresh start a spirit of confidence and goodwill can be 
i developed between Jews and Arabs. We believe the Mandate ts work- 
able and should be continued over free and equal citizens in a 
democracy with adequate assurances that neither group will dominate 
the other. We are opposed to the principle of a political high level ot 
immigration; the Mandatory should seek ways for enhancing immigra- 
tion to Palestine and Transjordan. We are opposed to the proposed 


restriction of land-sales to Jews and to the dispossession of tenant 
be Arab farmers through land-sales by absentee owners.

| * We must press for the expediting of a decision to fight tor the best 
possible boundaries, even if we later reject them, in order to avert the 
dangers of the alternatives. Meantime, we must preserve Zionist unity 
in order to fight for the implementing of the Mandate, including 
immigration, 

In an emotional sketch of the events leading up to the present crisis, 
Mr. Louis Lupsky said: “ It the Mandate ts to be Inquidated, let us Jews 
take a Jewish State in a part of Palestine and call mt quits. Give the 
trustee her release, but at least let the token be genuine and not delayed 
to serve as a screen behind which the National Home ts sabotaged.” 

The Secretary for the Interior, Mr. Harold Ickes, described the 

dictatorial governments as “a recession in human progress that is felt 

4 most keenly by those most crvilised. It is not an accident,” he con- 
tinued, “that the Jewish people, who have maintained a continuous 
tradition of civilised living longer in world history than almost any 
other, will be the greatest sufferers when the lamp of civilisation burns 
low.” The survival of civilisation was dependent on the solution of the 
pressing economic and social problems by democracy. Democracy 
must be made to work, and here, he said, Jews had a special contribu- 
tion to make: their prophets first proclaimed the law not in support 
of the strong but in defence of the lowly and downtrodden. They first 
recognised law as a peaceful instrument for securing people against 
injustice and despair. It was peculiarly fitting, he thought, that the 
United States Supreme Court should have spoken through Justice 
Cardozo last year in upholding the constitutionality of the Social 
Security Act.

In the course of an tterview 
which she gave to a Jews 
CHRONICLE representative, she told 
<omething of the work of ihe 
organisation with which she is 
connected, carefully and modestly 
omitting any reference to her own 
share in that work. 

Describing Hadassah, of which 
she was a founder, Miss Szold 
said that it now had nearly 65.000 
members, organised in 600 chapters 
spread over the United States and 
Canada. It was founded im 1912, 
as a consequence of a visit she 
paid to Palestine. where the 
appallingly low standards of living 
and hygiene which prevailed uncer 
the Turkish Administration made 
her resolve to do something to 
remedy them. 

Ihe work of Hadassah, she con- 
tinued, although usually regarded as being solely concerned with health 
and hygiene, also included colonisation, land purchase, and development. 
and other aspects of Jewtsh life in Palestine. Possibly the health measures 
were the most important. There were four Hadassah hospitals in Palestine, 
one of which, in Tel-Aviv, had been taken over by the Municipality: and 
that at Haifa was assisted to a great extent by the Municipality there. The 
Jerusalem hospital was now being built on Mount Scopus. In addition, 
Hadassah raised money for pre- and post-natal treatment, for healih 
centres, and for various other forms of prophylactic work. Another import- 
ant part of the activities of Hadassah was Zionist education and organisation 
of the youth, who were kept in close contact with the parent body 

Miss Szold said that it was not possible for her to compare the British 
Federation of Women Zionists with the American Hadassah, as she was 
not familiar with the organisation of the branches here. 

Speaking of the German Youth Alivah movement, of which she ts 
Director, Miss Szold said she felt that the work doné had been satisfactory 
So far, 1.900 children had been taken from Germany for training in 
Palestine, where they were sent to various settlements for two years-—-a 
period which is now being extended to three years. She spoke with 
enthusiasm of the help given to the children by the settlements. 

As is well known, Miss Szold ts a wholehearted opponent of Partition, 
but she refused to discuss the subject because, she said, she was not fully 
acquainted with the politics of the matter. 

Miss Szold is a woman who reached the peak of her mental, physical, 
and spiritual abilities a long time ago and has remained on that peak. 
‘Time has stood still for her and she says it is on account of her work for 
and with young people that she has remained young. That may well be 
so; but it is necessary to have a spirit which can respond to such a stimulus, 
and therein is the secret of Miss Szold’s unsurpassed record of Jewish and 
Zionist activity,

A Story of Miss Szold’s Childhood

iHE KASHRUS COMMISSION AND BOARDING HOUSES 

Allto whom Kashrus is dear will appreciate the statement in last 
week's Jewish CHRONICLE by the Chairman of the Kashrus Commission 
ving the five requirements for declaring a boarding house kasher, 
‘he fact still remains, however, that there 1s, undoubtedly, confusion at 
veserit as to which boarding houses are really kasher. This could be 
ided in the following way: There should te two kinds of licences. 
(ne should be ‘*kasher,’’ and the other shou!ld be ‘‘kasher and 
cenerally orthodox.’’ Boarding houses that fulfil requirements (1) and 
(3) should be licensed as *‘kasher.’’ There are boarding houses that are 
irictly kasher, but do not’ comply with requirement (4). But, in the 
iterests of Kashrus, this should not debar them from getting the official 
amp of “kasher.”” Guests who do not wish to eat food cooked on 
Sabbath will eat cold food. Requirements (2) and (5) present no 
obstacle. On the other hand, the boarding houses that do not fulfil 
‘cqurements (1) and (3) and therefore cannot be licensed by the Beth 
Din or Kashrus Commission will not be able to keep up the pretence 
ol being kasher. The boarding houses that fulfil all the five require- 
nents of the Beth Din will be licensed as “kasher and generally 
orthodox,’’ and very orthodox people will go to them. I believe that 
(he Suggestion made here, if carric | out, would prove a great step 
in the advancement of Kashrus in the Community. Those boarding 
houses that are strictly kasher but which now refuse to come under the 
Nashrus Commission, would. under the system I suggest, seek the 
suthorisation of the Beth Din or Kashrus Commission. I hope that 
‘he Beth Din and Kashrus Commission will give this suggestion their 
-ariest consi “eration,——** UNEASY.” 


JEWISH PREFERENCE FOR MEDICINE AND TEACHING 
Jew sh students who are conscious of their Jewishness do not like the 
respect of having to work on Shabbos. They have, therefore, ingeniously

FASCISM AND OIL FROM COAL 


Econom’‘c Interlude in F nsbury Square 


A NEW FIELD FOR NAZI PROPAGANDA ? 
[From a Special Correspondent] 


There was only one Fascist speaker in Finsbury Square on Thursday 

of last week—a representative of the B.U.F. : 

The audience, a particularly large one, was treated on this occasion 
to a discourse on “economics.” It appeared that the cause of all 
ills, present and to come, was “international alien finance.” The 
aliens, he alleged, were crushing employers and workers alike; eliminate 
them, and perfect harmony would reign. ! 

After attributing the failure of world progress to several prominent 
Jews, the speaker's mention of Lord Melchett brought him to the 
subject of Imperial Chemical Industries, whose headquarters, Thames 
House, he alleged, was holding up the production of oil from coal. 
It was true he said, that the Billingham factory did produce a little: 
but what was that compared with production in Germany, a Vast part 
of whose oil supplies was derived from coal. 

By 4 curious coincidence, it was reported in the DaiLy Workrr only 
two days before that negotiations concerning an oil-from-coal deal 
with the Nazis were now being conducted in Germany by an ex-oflice: 
of the British Navy, who was, it is stated, at one time closely connected 
with Sir Oswald Mosley, and was concerned, in 1934, in an attempt fo 
build up a B.U.F. flying corps. As far as is known, the paper adds, 
he has no present connection with Mosley. He ts said to have very 
close relations with Hitler and Goering, however, and to have been 
active in attempting to organise the leasing of the rights in a German 
Fischer-Trop oil extraction process in Great Britain. 

Madame Tabours, the’ well-known French authority on toreign 
affairs, also has something to say on this subject. Writing in the 
Ozuvre, of Paris, she stated recently: “ There tsa question which 
interests in the highest degree the German leaders. It ts the question 
of the patent tor the extraction of synthetic oil from coal, a patent 
which they have sold to a former British officer.” Thrs officer, says 
the Oruvere, has collected capital from people in England to open up 
huge factories in England. (According to a recent issue of REYNOLDS 
News, the British rights. of the Fischer-Trop process have now been 
acquired.) | 

The Ofuvere continues: “ The point about this operation which 
delights the German leaders is that the German farticipation will not 
confine itself simply to the sale of the patent. ... The German leaders 
calculate that they will have a new means of propaganda in England 
Affairs of this kind are among those which penetrate very deeply into 
the life of the country... .” | 

But such thoughts must, of course. have been far from the mind ot 
the Finsbury Square speaker, for throughout his speech he let no 
occasion slip to denounce British Jews for their alleged international 
associations and lack of patriotism. 

Three articles on the subject of oil from coal have appeared in 
separate issues of ACTION last month. One article declared: “Nationa! 
Socialism (in Germany) determined, therefore, that international finance 
should no longer hold Germany up to ransom,” and went on to praise 
the Fischer-Trop process and criticise methods used at Billingham. 

In irontc contrast, as the B.U.F. speaker declaimed about the 
“Jewish parasites,” Mr. P. -Herowitz, the Area Council speaker, 
described, on the opposite corner of the Square, the contribution made 
by British Jews to the life and well-being of their country. He also 

reminded his audience of the many thousands of Jews who had laid 
down their lives for England during the Great War.

Value of a United Jewry 
LABOUR PARTY BRANCH ADDRESSED

“ Do Jews regard themselves as ‘a separate race or religion? Is a 
united Jewish people possible?” These questions were asked by 
members of the Cricklewood Ward of the East Willesden Labour Party 
ata meeting addressed by Mr. I. Rennap, a representative of the Jewish 
People’s Council, last week. 

“Ts it clearly stated in the Council's publications that the Jews ar: 
not concerned only about themselves, but also about democracy”

that much of the hostility towards Jews results from their predominance 
in unproductive organisations?” were amone other questions put to 
Mr. Rennap.

Mr. Rennap gave a brief sketch of the history of Fascism in this 
country and showed how Mosley’s movement had deliberately become 
anti-Jewish in order to obtain some support from the credulous portion 

_ of the masses. 

The audience understood that Jew-baiting was a direct menace to 
them as members of the democratic Labour movement. but. as the 
uestions quoted above show, they were at first sceptical as to what 
the Jews, as Jews, could do. Mr. | Poca made it clear, however, that 


although the Jews had a language, culture, and national characteristics, 


yet Anglo-Jewry did not regard itself as an entity living ; 
g apart from the 
_ non-Jews. Jews born in England were entitled to squall of citizen-

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MISS HENRIETTA SZOLD 
Zionism’s ** Eshet Hayil” 
HADASSAH IN U.S.A. AND PALESTINE 
The Geiman Youth Aliyah 


It is said of Miss Henrietta Szold that she knows individually each 
of the 1,900 children who have gone to Palestine through the German 
Youth Aliyah. That is probably an exaggeration, but it is very nearly 
the truth. This remarkable woman, now in her seventy-eighth year, 
has an extraordinarily clear mind and a wonderful grasp of facts and 
figures. Not that she is merely a sort of Datas; she is a most 
human person, deservedly loved 
by those with whom she comes 
into contact. It might be said 
of her that she is best understood 
and. appreciated through her 
work —- more particularly her 
Zionist work, 

In the course of an dnterview 
which she gave to JtwisH 
CHRONICLE representative, she told 


something of the work of ithe 
organisation with which: she is 
connected, carefully and modestly 


omitting any-reference to her own 
share in that work. 


Describing Hadassah, of which 
she was a founder. Miss Szold 
said that it now had nearly 65.000 


members, organised in 600 chapters 
«spread over the United States and 


Canada. It was founded in I912. 
as a consequence. of a visit she 
paid to Palestine. where the 


appallingly low standards of living 
and hvgerene which prevailed uncer 
the Turkish Administration made 
her resolve to do something to 
remedy them. 

Ihe work of Hadassah, she con- 
tinued, although usually regarded as being solely concerned with health

and hygiene. also included colonisation. land purchase, and dcevelopment.< 


and other aspects of Jewish life in Palestine. Possibly the health measures 
were the most important. There were four Hadassah hospitals in Palestine. 
one of which. in Tel-Aviv, had been taken over bv the Municipality: and 
that at Haifa was assisted to a great extent by the Municipality there. 
lerusalem hospital was now being built on Mount Scopus. In addition, 
Hadassah raised money for pre- and post-natal treatment, for health 
centres, and for various other forms of prophylactic work. Another import 
ant part of the activities of Hadassah was Zionist education and organisation 
of the youth, who were kept in close contact with the parent body. 

Miss Szold said. that it was not possible for her to compare the British 


Federation of Women Zionists with the American Hadassah, as she was 
not familiar with the organisation of the branches here. 
Speaking of the German Youth Aliyah movement, of which she ts 


Director. Miss Szold said she felt that the work done had been satisfactory 


So far. 1.900 children had been taken from Germany for training in 
Palestine. where the, were ‘sent to various settlements for two vears-— 4 
period which is now being extended to three years. . She spoke with 


enthusiasm of the help given to the children by the settlements. 

As is well known. Miss Szold is a wholehearted opponent of Partitio®, 
but she refused to discuss the subject because, she said, she was not fully 
acquainted with the politics of the miatter 

Miss Szold is a woman who reached the peak of her mental, physical, 
and spiritual abilities a long time ago and has remained on that peak. 
Time has stood stll for her and she says it is on account of her work ‘for 
and with young people that she has remained young. That may well be 
so, but it is necessary to have a spirit which can respond to such a stimulus, 
and therein is the secret of Miss Szold’s unsurpassed record of Jewish and 
Zionist activity. 


A Story of Miss Szold’s Childhood 


It is extremely difficult, if not impossible. to persuade Miss Szold to 
speak about herself; but a story is told by a close friend which illustrates 
something of the great woman's character while she was still a child. 

Miss Szold was born in Baltimore. where there was a considerable 
German-speaking element. A German theatrical company paid an annual 
visit to the city, and the performances were patronised by members of 
the Jewish Community. During one of these visits, Miss Szold, who was 
five years old at the time, heard her parents discussing the play—* Uriel 
Acosta —-which was to be presented. She asked to be taken, but her 
father felt that she was too young to go and said that he had no ticket 
for her and no money to buy her one. 

Ihe following day was a Sabbath, and Henrietta, who had heard the 
name of the leading actor and the hotel where he was staying, set out for 
the hotel. It took her an hour to walk there, and when she arrived she 
was told by a Negro servant that she must wait for half an hour. She 
readily agreed and later the amused Negro announced Miss Szold to the 
actor. He also was very much amused by his visitor; and when she 
explained that she very much wanted to see the play but her father had only 
three tickets and no money for another, the actor gave her one for herself 
on condition that he could visit her and hear her views on the play. 

Another hour's walk home, in triumph, and Henrietta told her father 
where she had obtained the ticket. He at once called on the actor and 
explained the circumstances, but the player persuaded him to let Henrietta 
see the play. Her criticism when the actor came round to complete the 
bargain was that he “ bumped his feet down too hard on the boards ™!

Jewish CHRONICLE by the Chairman of the Kashrus Commission 
ing the five requirements for declaring a boarding house kasher. 
fre fact still remains, however, that-there 1s, undoubtedly, confusion at 
sent as to which boarding houses are really kasher. This could be 
Jed in the following way : There should. te two kinds of licences 
One should be ‘‘kasher,’* and the other shou!d be ‘‘kasher and 
nerally orthodox.’ Boarding houses that fulfil requirements (1) and 
hould be licensed as **kasher.°’ There are boarding houses that are 
ictly kasher, but do not comply with requirement (4). But, in the 
rests of Kashrus, this should not debar them from getting the o'Ticial 
mp of “ kasher.’’ Guests who do not wish to eat food cooked on 
obath will eat cold food! Requirements (2) and (5) present no 
iacle. On the other. hand. the boarding houses that do not fulfil 
quirements (1) and (3) and therefore cannot be licensed by the Beth 
or Kashrus Commission will not be able to keep up the pretence 
' being kasher. The boarding houses that fulfil ali the five require- 
ents of the Beth Din will be licensed as “kasher and generally 
‘hodox,’’ and very orthodox people will ga to them. I believe that 
suggestion made here, if carric{ out, would prove a great step 
the advancement of Kashrus in the Community. These boarding 
ouses that are strictly kasher bu! which now refuse to come under the 
shrus Commission, would, under the system I suggest, seek the 
thorisation of the Beth Din or Kashrus Commission. If hope that 
Beh Din and Kashrus Commission will give this suggestion their 
riest consi7eration,—‘** UNEASY.”

FASCISM AND OIL FROM COAL 


Econom’c Interlude in F nsbury Square 


A NEW FIELD FOR NAZI PROPAGANDA? 
[From ad Spee ial Correspondent] 


There was only one Fascist speaker in Finsbury Square on Thursday 
cf last week—a representative of the B.U.F. | 

The audience, a particularly large one; was treated on this occasion 
to a discourse on “economics.” It appeared that the cause of all 
ills, present and to come, was “ international alien finance.” The 
aliens, he alleged, were crushing employers and workers altke; eliminate 
them, and perfect harmony would reign. ! 

After attributing the failure of world progress to several prominent 
Jews, the speaker's mention of Lord Melchett brought him to the 
subject of Imperial Chemical Industries, whose headquarters, Thames 
House, he alleged, was holding up the production of oil from coal. 
It was true he said, that the Billingham factory did produce a little: 
but what was that compared with production in Germany,.a vast part 
of whose oil supplies was derived from coal. 

By a curious coincidence, it was reported in the DaiLty Worker only 
two days before that negotiations concerning an oil-from-coal deal 
with the Nazis.were now being conducted in Germany by an ex-othicer 
of the British Navy, who was, tt ts stated, at one time closely connected 
with Sir Oswald Mosley, and was concerned, in 1934, in an attempt to 
build up a B.U.F. flying corps. As far as is known, the paper adds, 
he has no present connection with Mosley. He ts said to have very 
close relations with Hitler and Goering, however, and to have beet 
active in attempting to organise the leasmng of the rights in a German 
Fischer-Trop oil extraction process in Great Britain. 

Madame Tabours, the well-known French authority 
affairs, also has something to say on. this subject. 
Oxcuvere, of Paris, she stated recently: “ There ts a question which 
interests in the highest degree the German leaders. It is the question 
of the patent tor the extraction of synthetic o'l from coal, a patent 
which they have sold to a former British officer.” This officer, says 
the Oruvre, has collected capital from people mn England to open up 
huge factories in England. (According to a recent issue of REYNOLDS 
News, the British rights of the Fischer-Trop process have now been 
acquired.) 

The Oruvre continues: “ The poimt about this operation which 
delights the German leaders ts that the German rfarticipation will not 
confine itself simply to the sale of the patent. . The German leaders 
calculate that they will have a new means of propaganda in England. 
Affairs of this kind are among those which penetrate very deeply into 
the life of the country - 

But such thoughts must, of course. have been far from the mind of 
the Finsbury Square speaker, for throughout his speech he let no 
occasion slip to denounce British Jews for their alleged international 
associations and lack of patriotism. : 

Three articles on the subject of oil from coal have appeared in 
separate issues Of ACTION last month. One article declared: “National 
Socialism (in Germany) determined, therefore, that international finance 
should no longer hold Germany up to ransom,” and went on to praise 
the Fischer-Trop process and criticise methods used at Billingham. 

In ironic contrast, as the B.U.F. speaker declaimed about the 
“Jewish parasites,’ Mr. P. Herowitz. the’ Area Council speaker, 
described, on the opposite corner of the Square, the contribution made 
by British Jews to the life and well-being of their country. He also

A HEBREW WRITER OF LENINGRAD 

How the well-known Hebrew writer. Dr. Leon Rabinowiiz. the 
former editor of the oldest Hebrew daily in Russia, the HAMELITz. died 
and was buried ts related in the JewisH MorninG JourRNAL. New York. 

The deceased. who was seventy-six years old, lived in Leningrad, where 
the Hebrew daily appeared in the old Tsarist days. Under the Bolshevik 
regime, he seems to have suffered considerably, probably the more so 
because his sons and other members of his family became Communists. 
According to information that has only now come to general know- 
ledge. Rabinowitz died on a Friday night, and, as he was respected in 
lewish quarters, the Jewish Community had made arrangements for the 
funeral to be held on Sunday. It appears. however, that his children 
hastened with the burial on Saturday morning. The incident, it is stated. 
-reated a painful effect in those Jewish quarters still trving to retain certain 
Jewish forms and decency. 

(he late Dr. Leon Rabinowitz, who in his youth was a Talmudic scholar. 
ater studied medicine in Germany and also attended the Sorbonne in

nowever. he took to Hebrew literature and contributed to numerous Hebrew 

urnals until he became editor of Hamitirz, succeeding in that position the

Political anti-Semitism, the article continues, ts more serious, but 

tunately i is not as prevalent as the other forms, at least in the more 

ughtened Western countries, such as the United States. where Icading 
iews occupy some high positions. would have been impossib!: 
he milhons of non-Jews had been anti-Semitic in the political sense 
Hut there is another form of anti-Semitism. the writer says. the effect of 
hich is not merely unpleasant but actually disastrous to the victim. and 
mat hind is not confined to certain Countries but extends to Jews al! ihe 
rid over. This virus of Jew-hatred manifests itself in economic dis 
mination. Jewish young men and women are refused employment fo: 
other ‘reason than that they are Jews. and the moral effect tt has upon

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SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


RELIGION IN DAILY LIFE 


The Divine revelation at Sinai set before Israel and the world for 
all time the immortal ordinances that were to be the guide ot mankind 
in their journey through life.

Such is the teaching of the judgments of our Sidra, guiding man 
along his way. The truth ts we need to take this spirit of duty to 
God and to man, which we call religion, into all regions of thought 
and action, more than we are accustomed to do. The spirit of God 
ought to govern the more secular side of our lives, both in our personal 
conduct and in our relations between bodies of men or between class 
and class. It is not enough for a man to be honest and true and 
charitable, if he does not recognise his responsibility in the world 
of affairs as between employers and employed, between master and man. 
Religion’ teaches a love of one’s brother-man regardless of his station 
or of his individual opinions. How much of the injustice and cruelty 
that are based upon racial or political hatred would be banished from 
the world, if this teaching were universally adopted! 


Human life is 
sacred in the eyes of religion. 


Would that this doctrine could prevail 
so that peace and brotherhood become the ideals of modera govern- 
ments! One is reminded of the ancient legend that is told in connec- 
tion with the building of the Tower of Babel. When a brick that had 
-been dragged to a great height fell to the ground, many were the 
lamentations; but when a man slipped and lost his life, not a murmur 
was heard. Materials were costly, human life was cheap. Religion 
has a nobler view of life and of man’s place in the scheme of the 
universe. It sets before him a more exalted ideal by teaching that 
religion and daily life are parts of the same perfect whole, bringing 
happiness into human existence and filling the hearts of men with a 
love of God and a love of humanity that are the most permanent 
blessings that we can possibly enjoy,

Peasant Poverty and Urban Luxury 


The present situation in Rumania can -be understood only with a 
Lnowledge of the social background of the country. The mass of the 
peasantry, which forms 80 per cent. of the population, leads a life of 
the utniost poverty. The Goga Government's immediate reduction of 
the price of salt, petroleum, and cotton was a move to win public 
support. Actually, the amount saved by the peasant as a result of this 
concession amounts to only 30 lei, or about 8d., a month. Yet these 
commodities form the peasant’s main articles of purchase. He pro- 
duces his own food —maize—and has to sell his corn and cattle in order 
to live: . Nevertheless, the price reductions made by the Government 
did give considerable relief to the peasant. A move to cheapen the 
price of sugar came to nothing in view of the opposition of the large 
Rumanian sugar interests. 

Che mental and material position of the peasants are equally deplor- 
able. About half of them are illiterate. In Old Rumania they suffer 
sreatly from malaria, and in Bessarabia from spotted typhus. Syphilis 
1S prevalent, Infant mortality is about 50 per cent. There are villages 
whose nearest doctor is thirty miles distant. 

In contrast to this misery, the capital pulsates with a life of tuxury 
almost unequalled by any Western city. Entire quarters house great 
biildings of the most modern type; with Government palaces, cinemas. 
hotels. streets leading through a magnificent park, row upon row ol 
luxury villas. and an artificial lake that was once a malarial swamp 
hut which has now been transformed into a second Miami. The 
provincial towns in Rumania are merely well-to-do. Bucharest ts 
opulent. 

Social Contrasts 

All the peasants’ wealth flows into the capital, in order to create this 
earthly paradise, whose only flaw—an enclave of dire poverty—is the 
ghetto, where 20,000 Jewish families exist in wretched conditions. Of! 
the remaining 5.000 Bucharest Jewish families, only thirty or forty can 
be described as rich. Jews do not occupy leading positions in economic 
life, and all the banks in which trade is concentrated are in ~ pure 
Rumanian” hands. 3 

These social contrasts are the basic cause of the emergence of 
Rumanian Fascism. There is a close similarity with Russian Tsarism, 
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with its organisation of anti-Semitism through fear of the peasantry. 
Rumanian Fascism began its course with the victory of M. Manin, the 
peasant leader, in 1928. M. Manin was immediately overthrown before 
he could even begin his reforms. From then, events moved rapidly. 
The Liberal Government of M. Tatarescu launched upon a programme 
of intense nationalism, and anti-Jewish fanatics, such as Cuza, began 
to be taken seriously. Fascism and anti-Semitism became the leading 
‘orces in political life, and under pressure of the opposition, reactionary 
measures began to be put into operation. 

It was only a step to M. Goga’s assumption of office. But the 
process has not yet come to an end. Just as the Liberals acted accord- 
ing to the programme of the Cuzists, their neighbours of the Right, so 
the new Government are in turn following the policy of the extreme 
Iron Guard. 

The spirit of the Iron Guard particularly dominates the provincial 
authorities, for its influence is far stronger in the countryside than tn 
Bucharest. The prefects are Codreanu’s tools, and they are eager to 
please his subordinates by anticipating their every wish. 


CUZIST EXTREMISTS IN THE SADDLE 
New Crop of Savage Restrictions 
JEWS DISFRANCHISED AND DISMISSED 


* We Will Not Tolerate League Interference ~ 


The extremist supporters of Professor Cuza and his son appear to be 
winning all along the line in their wild onslaught on Jewish rights. 
Undeterred by the prospect of League action, they steadily continu: 
their infamous campaign. while the “ moderates ~ look silently on. 
The cynical effrontery of the Cuzists ts well expressed by a report in the 
BorRSEN-ZEITUNG, Of Berlin. of an interview with Cuza the Younger. 
the Rumanian Minister of Labour, who seems to have become the 
ringleader of the Jew-baiters. The Government will pursue tts anti- 
Jewish policy regardless of any objection raised in Geneva, said Cuza 
They would not tolerate League interference im internal affairs. Then 
final aim was to expel all the Jews from Rumania. 

Ore of the most disturbing pieces of news from Rumania last week 
was that Jews whose citizenship papers are withdrawn following 
revision will not be allowed to vote in the forthcoming elections. In 
the meantime, the Government has ordered all municipalities to prepare 
within thirty days lists of all Jewish citizens in their districts and to 
exhibit the lists for twenty days. The Jews will then have to prove ther 
claims to Rumanian ciuzenship in the courts.- 

The Immigration Committee of the Ministry of Labour has decided 
that foreign citizens whose firms were registered in Rumania afte: 
lanuary Ist, 1930, will have their residential permits withdrawn and 
will have to leave the country. The only exception will be made tn the 
case of foreigners whose activities are considered to be in the interests 
of the State. No details are yet given as to what will happen to the 
enterprises of the foreign citizens concerned, many of whom are said 
to be Jews. 

Measures Against Lawvers and Artisans 


Phe Government has tssued an order that all artisanS must possess 
certiheates from the Chamber ot Artisans, testifying to their ability 
to work as artisans. in order to be able to continue tn their occupations 
At the same time, the Chamber of Artisans has decided not to issue 
certificates to Jews. 

fewish lawyers, always the butt of the anti-Semites, have been 
narticularly hard hit. One hundred and sixty well-known Jewish 
lawyers practising in Jassy have been expelled from the Bar. The 
Bucharest Bar Association ts also engaged tn revising the list of ts 
members, and thirteen Jewish lawvers were expelled this week: Sertous 
mecicgents are reported to have taken place at the Bucharest Tribunal, 
where several Jewish barristers were assaulted. Three Jewish 
barristers practising in Hotin, Bessarabia, have been struck off the 
register. In spite of these incidents, the Minister of Justice actually 
declared in a statement to the Press that no decision as regards Jewish 
lawyers would be taken until the return to Bucharest from Geneva o! 
M. Micescu, the Foreign Minister, who is also Dean of the Bucharest

The fight against anti-Semitism was not purely a Jewish one. as ant 


Semitism was only one expression of the present malignant nationalism 
called Fascism. They alone could not conquer it, but it could be conquered 
with the help of the whole pcople. 

Fhev could not give the Polish Jewish trader freedom. but they could 
assist him and Polish children as much as was humanly possible. 

He concluded with a criticism of the lackadaisical attitude of the official 
leaders of Jewry. towards assisting the Polish Jews, and said that their 
own campaign, which was carried on in co-operation with the London 
Federation of Jewish Rehef Organisations, had all the more to succeed. 

Following a discussion, the conference agreed to enlarge the Commitice 
by co-option, to form a special Press Committee, to appoint an Organising 
Secretary. to hold a day of mass activity in support of the children in 
Poland and Rumania, and to organise a special women's conference.

Civic Tributes to its Good Work

Board of Guardians was held on Sunday evening at the Theatre 
Royal (by kind permission of Mr. Francis Laidler). Among thos: 
present were the Lord Mayor and Lady Mayoress, Alderman Sir 
George and Lady Martin, Sir Montague and Lady Burton, Alderman 
and Mrs. C. V. Walker, Alderman and Mrs. Rowland Winn, the Chiet 
Constable and Mrs. Swaby, Alderman H. Morris, J.P.. the President 
of the Board and Mrs. Morris, and Mr. Stanley Lightman. 

The artists included Miss Luella Paikin, the well-known Jewish 
prima donna, together with many well-known operatic and. concert 
artists. It is anticipated that a sum of approximately £1,400 will be 
handed over to the funds of the Board as a result of the function. The 
Chairman and Organiser was Mr. J. L. Brill, who was assisted by 
Messrs. Henry Hurst. W. Kristall. and H. C. Shafiner. 

Following the concert, Alderman and Mrs. H. Morris entertained a 
large and representative gathering to supper at the Queens Hote! 
In welcoming the large and representative gathering, Alderman Morris 
expressed his appreciation of the enthusiastic efforts of the Concer! 
Committee, the Council of the Board, and the Community generally 
for their support of the function. 


Proud of our Jewish Citizens 


The Lord Mayor, in proposing “The Leeds Jewish Board of 
Guardians,” said that in the early fifteenth century Jews were debarred 
entrance into this country and were driven from land to land. In 
Cromwell's time, however, 1 was decided that Jews should be allowed 
to enter on condition that they provided for their own poor: and 
that promise to care tor their own poor and destitute had been well 
kept since that time. Last year, continued the Lord Mayor, over £6,700 
was distributed to the Jewish poor in Leeds. How was that money 
raised? In great part by a concert equal to the one held that night. 
Referring to the Victor Lightman Loan Fund, the Lord Mayor said 
that since the formation of the Fund in 1924, over £101,000 had been 
advanced in loans of £2 to £50 to families in Straitened circum 
stances. “1 think | can safely say that we in Leeds are rightly proud 
of our Jewish fellow-citizens.” 

Mr. T. Coombs, J.P., ex-Lord Mayor, said: “I feel proud this 
evening that fam an Englishman, for there is not. another nation in the 
world which has offered freedom to your race-——-freedom to practise 
your own religion and freedom to take up business, politics, and 
professions. You have, however, repaid us a hundredfold, for you gave 
us One of the finest Prime Ministers of last century. You have built 
businesses that are a credit to Britain and are a great example ot 
industry and commerctal integrity. Your factory conditions are the 
most modern, for your endeavours have always beeh to make the 
of the working man easier.” 

Mr. Lightman, in reply, expressed his appreciation to Mr. W. Kristall. 
who had for the past eleven years organised the charity concert and 
had done yeoman work on behalf of the Board. An average sum o! 
£1,500 per annum had been realised, and, with the new Chairman and 
Organiser, Mr. J. L. Brill, a like sum would be realiséd this year. M: 
Lightman made reference to the grant of £400 made by the Public 
Assistance Committee, which, he said, was a very small amount when 
compared with grants of £5,000 made to the Manchester and Sallord 
Boards of Guardians by their Public Assistance Committees. 

Mr. Moses Myers thanked the Chairman and Organisers of the 
concert, the ticket-sellers, and Messrs. J. Gillinson, Carl. Sumrie. and 
others. Mr. J. Lb. Brill, in reply, thanked Mr. Myers, whose lone 
association with the Board and whose humanitarian endeavours had 
scta fine example. Mr. Brill paid tribute to Messrs. Kristall. H. Hurst. 
H. C. Shaffmer, and Mr. Strafford, the Manager of the Theatre Roval. 
for their assistance. 

Mr. J. Gillinson and Mr. Carl Sumrie having replied, Sir Montaev. 
Burton paid tribute to the arduous efforts of Mr. W. Kristall and made 
him a presentation on behalf of the members of the Council of the 
Board. He expressed the sincere thanks of the Board and the Com- 
munity to Mr. Francis Laidler, whose invaluable service each year in 
lending the Theatre Royal free of charge for the concert was’ 
appreciated. 

Mr. Kristall thanked Sir Montague for his tribute. Sir Montague. he 
said, had always sent him a minimum subscription of £100 per annum 
towards the concert. Mr. Kristall thanked the Council for thei: appre- 
ciation of his work and all those who had co-operated with him to 
make the function a success.

WARNING TO DRIVERS 
Procedure in ‘* Third-Party ” Accidents 


A warning to car drivers and motor-cyclists has been issued by the 
Royal Automobile Club on the procedure to be adopted following an 
accident involving injury to another person as distinct from damage to 
another vehicle or an animal, Where such injury arises, no matter how 
Slight, the driver of the vehicle must stop and give his or her name 
and address and particulars of the vehicle to any person having 
reasonable grounds for requiring it. If, however, the driver does 
not, for any reason, give this information to the individual concerned. 
he must report the accident at a police station or to a police constab'e 
within twenty-four hours of its occurrence. 


In addition—and this is the important part, emphasised by the R.A 

the driver must also produce his or her certificate of insurance (third 
party) to any person having reasonable grounds for requiring to see 
ior to a police constable, but if this is not done at the time of the 
accident the certificate must be produced within twenty-four hours, 
either at a police siation or to a police constable. 

A case occurred recently where a member of the R.A.C.. whilst 
criving his car in foggy weather collided with a cyclist, who suffered 
al Slight graze on om hand Ihe cycle Was also damaged Ihe 
motorist and cyclist exchanged the usual particulars, and the forme:

The annual ordinary general meeting of Westminster Bank Limited was held
